Captain Kydd,— Tbe raported discovery 
of a portion ol Captain Kydd's treaaaie ia 
New Jerseybat awakened en interest io tbe 
story of tho mort notoriooB pirsto that ever 
pi'juubod tba seas in seuroh ot plunder. 
Kydd waa u oative of Loudon and was boro, 
as nearly aa cuu bo uacertained by vague re- 
cordr, io the year 1648. Du followed the 
aaa Irom early youtb and gained ibu name 
ol being a bold, datiog ood successfal Davi« 
gator. William ol Orsnge, a prinoe wbo was 
ao adroit fioancier und shrewd munoy maker, 
waa then on the ibroua of Englacd; be saw 
tbat iho biijh anas wore inleetsd with pirates 
and ib^t to hunt them down and rtrtike 
their plunder was a good way to fill np bis 
own cuffers. For this purpose be organized 
nu association for tbe supprtsiioa of pira'oy, 
and put Capl Kydd in charge ot it. Nothing 
could have suited Kydd better thao this. He 
scoured the ocean in an uatcrnpuloai career 
of robbery and murder, until his name wai a 
terror to all narlgatora. He atuckod Spanish 
galleons, Portuguese fellow corsairs, and the 
very merchant ships of England, for whose 
protection he had bean employed. Ho filled 
his ship to tbo full with Indian ireaauros, Af- 
rican gold uud Spanish dollars. It ia esti. 
mated tbat during the five years of bis pirati- 
cal cruising be accumulated treasure to tbe 
amount ol twenty million of dollars, ^arly 
is bis csrssr |(ydd bad quartlted with tbe 
Earl ol Ballamont abont a woman, and had 
made the powerful noble, then Gosernor of 
New York and Massnchusets, a bitter enemy. 
Tbe latter perion hearing that Kydd bad mur» 
dercd bis boatswain made strenuous and suc- 
cessful fcUorti to sciira the pirate, and liually 
brought him to justice in 1701, when ho was 
hung in cimiiia at En'cution Dock in Londou. 
Much ol iCydd's treasure whs known to have 
been buried on tbe shores near New York, and 
several tiiues large amonnta have beeu found. 
A lew da}8 aii-ce some flsbormen, while 
dr.'d.fiiig lor oysters in Staten Island Sonad, 
found eome ancient Spanish silver coipB wbicb 
hn>.^ hiigijly pronoiiooed a part of the 
mro.
